_The death rate in St. Louis last 
year was 13.99 per 1000 population 
--the second highest rate of cities 
in the United States of more than 
500,000 population—-while the expen- 
diture for local health. protection 
was 53 cents per capita, one of the 
lowest rates in the country, Health 
,Commissioner Joseph F. Bredeck 
deciared today in his second annual 


report.

" matri noteworthy that Detroit, with its 

already low general death rate (88 per 
. 1000, the lowest of any large city in 


Fooling. the country), spends 90 cents per 
tapita on health protection as com- 
pared with St. Louis’ 53 cents per 
capita.” 

A table attached to his report 
showed that only one other city, 
Boston, with a 1934 death rate of 
14.24, had a higher rate than St. 
Louis last year. The average rate 
for other large cities was about 
il per 1000. 

Dr. Bredeck said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that the large per- 
centage of Negroes in the city was 
a negligible factor in the death 
rate. The Negro death rate for last 
year was 18.81 per 1000 persons. For 
whites the rate was 13.34. The rate 
for the total population, 13.99, was 
increased only 0.55 per 1000 by the 
Negro death rate. 


Negroes 13 Per Cent. 


Whereas Negroes form 13 per 
cent of the population, the numper 
of Negro deaths was 16 per cent 
of the total number of deaths last 
year, Negroes have a high percent- 
age of tuberculosis deaths, but Dr. 
Bredeck pointed out that the tuber- 
culosis death rate has remained 
practically static for the last sev- 
eral years. 

In his report Dr. Bredeck esti- 
mated the total white population 
of St. Louis for 1934 at 736,939 and 
the total Negro population at 103,- 
418. 

“We seem to understand that if 
we are to have protection of prop- 
erty we must appropriate the 
money for an adequate fire and po- 
lice department,” said Dr. Bredeck. 
“We know we cannot build streets 
Without money, we appropriate 
money for some things amounting 
almost to municipal luxuries, yet 
we seem to expect the health work- 
er to deliver a $2,000,000 health pro- 
tection service on less than half a 
Million dollars.” 

Total expenses for the health di- 
vision for the fiscal year, 1934-35, 
ending April 10, 1935, were $449,661. 

Dr. Bredeck declared that it was 
Impossible to state accurately all 
‘the factors which might have con- 
tributed to the relatively high 
death rate in St. Louis last year or 
the reasons for the increase from 
& rate of 12.6 per 1000 in 1933, the 
lowest on record for the city. 

“We do know, however,” he said, 
“that the most influential factor in 
retucing such rates is adequate 
Infant, child and maternal health 
Service, Due largely to lack of 
sufficient public health nursing 
Personnel, these important health 
services are woefully inadequate.”

CZARIST EAGLES TO BE TAKEN 
OFF THE KREMLIN TOWERS 


Stalin Orders Them Replaced on 
Eighteenth Anniversary With 
Soviet Stars. 
MOSCOW, Aug. 23.—Four large 
double-headed czarist eagles which 
for more than 17 years have been 
'on top of the Kremlin towers over 
the Soviet Government, were or- 
dered removed today. The two 
eagies atop the historical museum 
facing Red Square also are to go.

The talk of sanctions against 
Premier Mussolini should be, defy- 
ing the League of Nations Cove- 
nant, order his armies to battle, was 
deemed a clear warning.

that the threat might precipitate 
events. 
Considerable doubt was voiced 


whether unanimity could be _  ob- 
tained in the League Council for 
joint application of sanctions. Such 


unanimity is necessary, not count- 
ing the votes of Italy and Ethiopia. 
Italy can block sanctions by in- 
ducing one of the 13 council mem- 
bers—-a number reduced by the 
withdrawal-of Japan, Germany and 
Argentina—to a sympathetic view 
of its policy in East Africa. Euro- 
pean members of the Council are 
Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, Denmark, 
Portugal, Spain, France, Great 
Britain and the Soviet Union. 


The League is especially pleased 
by Britain's determination to push 
peace negotiations. Many leaders 
think that if hostilities do not break 
out before or during the Council 
session there will be an excellent 
chance of achieving a peaceful so- 
lution. 


The thorny point is the “cen- 
trolied disarmament” in Ethiopia 
which Mussolini demands. It is dif- 


ficult to picture this without con- 
trol on the spot by Italian or inter- 
national troops. 


The sanctions under Article 16 of 
the Covenant can operate only in 
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case of war. Recently, however, a 
committee of League jurists decid- 
ed, in relation to Germany’s repudi- 
ation of the Treaty of Versailles, 
that certain restraining penalties 
are possible against a treaty-break- 
ing nation when war is merely 
threatened. | 

Their report said: “If the Coun-| 
cil fails to secure agreement which | 
removes the danger to European 
security and peace it may recom- 
mend economic and financial meas- 
ures which appear calculated to 
maintain peace.”

PRESIDENT YIELDS 
ON BILL TO BAR 
ARMS SHIPMENTS 


Accepts Mandatory Embar- 
go Under Pressure From 
Congress and Peace Or- 
ganizations.

President to declare an embargo 
against the export of arms to ail 
warring nations. 

The House Rules Committee to- 
day agreed to call up the bill as 
soon as one or two other measures 
were out of the way. This was 
regarded by proponents of the 
measure as sufficient assurance of 
final passage before adjournment 
of Congress. 

The bill which the House will 
vote upon today is essentially that 
passed by the Senate on Wednes- 


day, with the major exception that | 


the compulsory embargo provision 
would be effective only until March 
1, 

Under tremendous pressure from 
the majority groups in both House 
and Senate, as well as from organ- 
ized peace societies throughout the 
country, President Roosevelt yield- 
ed to the demand for the compul- 
sory embargo. On Wednesday the 
President told Representative Mav- 
erick and a group of other House 
advocates of the Senate bill that 
the compulsory embargo represent- 
ed an invasion of his rights as 
Commander-in-Chief of the army 
and navy, according to Maverick. 
His opposition to the compulsory 
provision was expressed in strong- 
est terms. 

Roosevelt’s Concession. 

Through Chairman Key Pittman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee the President relayed 
word yesterday that he would 
yield to congressional pressure. 
Pittman brought a message from 
the President to the House com- 
mittee attempting to draft a com- 
promise bill that he would apprave 
the compulsory provision if it 
were limited to a. six-month  pe- 
riod. 

The State Department has in- 
sisted that the President should 
have discretion to declare the arms 
embargo in the event of the out- 
break of war abroad. This would 
give the United States an oppor- 
tunity to work with other Powers 
in promoting peace, according to 
the State Department view. The 
original House bill, now put aside, 
gave the President this power of 
discretion. 

Action on the legislation was 
forced by a group in the Senate, 
led by Senators Nye, Clark and 
Bone, all of whom took an active 
part in the Senate munitions inves- 
tigation.

Officers Take Fritz Pratt, 
Bartender, to Undisclosed 
Jail After 
Warrant. 


Issuing of 


Fritz Pratt, 38-vear-old bartender, 
was taken to an undisclosed jail in 
southeast Missouri today following 


the issuance of a first degree mur- 
der warrant against him yesterday 
in the case of Miss Valda Heberlie, 
who died Sunday of a fractured 
— apparently suffered in a beat- 
ng. 

The warrant was issued by Jus- 
tice of the Peace Frank X. Siebert 
of Ste. Genevieve on an affidavit 
furnished by Prosecuting Attorney 
Peter H. Huck of Ste. Genevieve 
County. It was indorsed with the 
names of 14 witnesses. The affi- 
davit was signed by Charles Heb- 
erlie, brother of the dead girl. 

Pratt, who lives at St. Mary’s, 
eight miles south of Ste. Genevieve, 
was arrested in St. Louis early this 
week by St. Louis police. Since 
then he has been in custody of of- 
ficers of Ste. Genevieve County and 
of the State Highway Patrol, who 
have not disclosed their movements. 
Pratt was held for awhile yester- 
day at the Kirkwood jail. He was 
to be questioned further today. 

Unconscious Beside Road. 

Miss Heberlie was found a week 
£0 yesterday, unconscious and with 
her skull crushed, beside a road 
ear Coffman, Mo., her home. Taken 
first to Bonne Terre Hospital, she 
was later removed to Barnes Hos- 
pital, where she died Sunday witb- 
out having made a statement. 
Near where the girl was lying 
officers found two rocks, stained 
with blood- and on which were 
strands of hair similar in color to 
the girl’s. 

Pratt, according to the officers, 
said he had gone out with Miss 
Heberlie several times but denied 
he had seen her on the day sne 
was found beside the road. He said 
he had driven to her home that 
night and finding she was not there, 
set out to look for her. He said he 
returned later to learn that she 
had been injured. 

Went to See Girl. . 
Last Sunday Pratt drove to 
Barnes Hospital to see the girl but 
she was unconscious at the time. 
He said he had met her about 
eight months ago at a dance and 
that the last time he had seen her 
was about a week before she was 
found injured, when they parted 
friends. They had no quarrels, he 
said. 
Officers learned that the day the 
girl was found injured she had re- 
turned from a visit to a dentist at 
Ste. Genevieve on a truck with an- 
other acquaintance. 
Miss Heberlie, 17 years old, was 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Em- 
mett H. Heberlie.

$5,000,000,000 ISSUE BY RFC 


Notes to Be Used in Part to Retire 
Those Held by Treasury. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—The 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion reported to Congress today it 
had authorized a $5,000,000,000 issue 
of notes and $24,364,423 of loans in 
July. 

The $5,000,000,000 issue was to re- 
tire $3,725,000,000 in notes already 
in the hands of the United States 
Treasury. The balance will be sold 
to the Treasury as additional funds 
are needed. There were 60 loans 
approved. These included $10,054,- 
423 to banks and trust companies 
of which $2,182,423 was for reor- 
ganization or liquidation of closed 
banks and trust companies. In ad- 
dition $220,000 was lent to aid in 
liquidating a closed building and 
loan association and $14,090,000 to 
mortgage loan companies.

SECOND STRIKE 
~ HALTS ROAD WORK 


Men Resume V/ork in County, 
but Are Called Out Again 
by Union Leaders. 


Construction work on the new 
location of United States Highway 
40 at Chesterfield, which was sus- 
pended Aug. 8 following a strike 
over wage scales, was resumed this 
morning but stopped again at noon 
when union leaders called 100 men 
off the job because several points 
at issue were still unsettied. 

H. A. Maggi, general superintend- 
ent for M. E. Gillioz, contractor, 
said no attempt would be made to 
start again pending word from his 
employer, who resides in Monett, 
Mo. 

The superintendent had an- 
nounced when work started today 
that the demand of the men for 
65 cents an hour for laborers in- 
stead of 45 cents would be met. 
However, William Poster, business 
agent for the Laborers’ Union, 
charged that at least 30 laborers 
had been classified as water boys, 
at 45 cents an hour. Maggi denied 
Poster’s charge, but it remained 
one of the principal points of dif- 
ference resulting in resumption of 
the strike. 

The strike of the 230 workers on 
the location was called when Gillioz 
reduced the wages of ine 75 day la- 
borers from 65 cents an hour to 45 
cents, contending he was justified 
under terms of his contract. The 
State Highway Department ruled 
in favor of the men last week, but 
until today there was no announce- 
ment from Gillioz as to whether he 
would comply. 

The union also demanded a closed 
shop and 20 cents an hour back pay 
for the time the men worked at the 
lower scale. Poster said the con- 
tractor had agreed to give back 
pay, but the money had not yet 
been paid. 

Last week nearly i000 union mem- 
bers on other road and bridge 
work in the cicy and county left 
their jobs and picketed the neigh- 
borhood of the Gillioz contract for 
three days in protest against the 
pay reduction.

Securities Commission Gives 
Out Data That Firms Want- 
ed Kept Confidential. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.-— The 
Securities Commission today made 
public the salaries and financial 


data of six corporations which had 
asked that the information be kept 
confidential. 

Similar data for 1934 on. officers 
and directors of six other com- 
panies which withdrew requests for 
confidential treatment also were 
given out. 

No explanation of the action was 
made by the commission except the 
formal statement that disclosure 
was “in the public interest,” and 
hearings on the companies’ appli- 
cations were private. 

Some 300 more companies have 
requested similar treatment, but the 
bulk of this material will be re- 
leased shortly. 

While salary information was a 
major item which was kept confi- 
dential, financial information de- 
scribing gross sales and costs of 
goods sold also was specified for 
this treatment. 

Details of Salaries. 

The six companies whose appli- 
cations were overruled, together 
with the information which they 
requested be kept from publication, 
follow:

MAN HELD FOR TRIAL HERE

L. H. Kingsbury Denies Escaping 
in St. Louis, but Says U. S. Mar- 
shal Freed Him.

Orphir Has 


Narrow Escape in: Storm 


Vessel, Most of Crew Ashore, Hit by Wind, 
While at Anchor Near Cliffs of Court- 
| macsherry Bay.

ABOARD SALVAGE SHIP OR- 
PHIR, Aug. 23.—The Orphir, an- 
chored outside of treacherous 
Courtmacsherry Bay with a skele- 
ton crew, narrowly escaped being 
wrecked against the nearby cliffs in 
a storm Wednesday night. 

Since the night was fair, Capt. 
Russell granted most of the hands 
shore leave. The ship lay beyond 
Barry Point and Horse Rock. 

Second Officer Horne, on duty on 
the bridge, observing a threaten- 
ing sky, decided to stay on watch 
all night. Capt. Russell noted that 
the barometer was falling. 

In a little while the wind rose 
and the Orphir strained at the an- 
chor cables. If they broke, the Or- 
phir would be dashed against the 
cliffs. At 5 o’clock rain began and 
the wind changed southwest’ to 
west and then to north. Later rain 
squalls came in blinding fury. 

As one of the firemen was ashore, 
Chief Engineer William Taylor had 
to “trim” the bunkers and bale 
out two tons of water washed in 
by the recent storms. The ever 
watchful Horne, feared that the Or- 
phir would drag at the anchor and 
gave instructions to keep steam up. 
All engineers went on duty and 
Able Seaman Ruxton helped Fire- 
man Sam Forbes with the firing. 


Extra slack was given to the an- 
chor chain as an added protection. 
Finally the sky to the eastward 
lightened and the-storm abated. 
The next morning those who had 
gone ashore returned to the ship. 
Fishermen Kerby and Hurley 
have brought with them a com- 
panion, William Sullivan, a crofter 
(joint tenant of a divided farm). 
Sullivan watched the Lusitania 
sinking from a cottage door at 
Dunworldy Point in a small area 
of sea visible through the hills. He 
was therefore able to give Capt. 
Russell close bearings which may 
help him to steer along a line which 
may lead to a discovery. 
Stephens, the echo sounder ex- 
pert, was optimistic and said, “I 
believe we are hot on the trail.” 
Others in the expedition were more 
guarded in their utterances. 
It is almost impossible to con- 


vey immediately how far one de- 


gree of inaccuracy in line will veer 
the Orphir from its course. Conse- 
quently Capt. Russell is maneuv- 
ering the Orphir along a_ spiral 
course five minutes of longitude 
wide. 

Today we headed toward Swan- 
sea for coal and dynamo repairs 
after which we will again search 
the area which the three fishermen 
Hurley, Kerby and Coakley, have 
designated for us.

Superintendent Gerling to Pro- 
pose Increases of 2 to 
10 Per Cent. 


The new schedule of salaries for 
teachers in public schools will be 
submitted to the Board of Educa- 
tion for approval Aug. 30, Super- 
intendent of Instruction Henry J. 
Gerling told a Post-Dispatch re- 

rter today. 

P The board on July 10 suspended 
the salary schedule of the Instruc- 
tion Department to permit Dr. 
Gerling to make adjustments. The 
Superintendent said that about 37 
per cent, or 1100 of the 3000 teach- 
ers, mostly in the lower salary 
brackets, will be affected. In- 
creases will range from about 2 
per cent to 10 per cent a year. 

The effect of the new salary 
schedule will be to reinstate the 
system of automatic increases, up 
to fixed maximums, for those in 
continued service. Salaries of the 
higher-paid teachers will be un- 
changed and the schedule of auto- 
matic increases, suspended for the 
last two years, will be altered for 
the benefit of the younger teach- 
ers in the lower pay brackets. 

$1300 Minimum. 

In some cases, Dr. Gerling said, 
the effect of the salary adjustment 
will be to restore amounts deducted 
in pay cuts during the last three 
years. The board also had adopted 
a provision that the minimum sal- 
ary should be $1300 a year, instead 
of $1200 as was the rule for the 
last three years. 

“There will be no blanket in- 
crease for the 1100 teachers af- 
fected,” said Dr. Gerling. “The 
salary of each teacher will be ad- 
justed separately, so that in some 
cases the-amount of increase will 
be equivalent to the normal in- 
crease under the automatic in- 
crease system and, in other cases, 
will amount to whatever was de- 
ducted in the pay reductions.” 

“In some cases ,the increases will 
be a 10 per cent raise; in others, it 
may amount to only about 2 per 
cent. In determining the increases, 
I will be guided by what the teach- 
ers were receiving before the pay 
cuts were made or the system of 
automatic increases suspended.” 

Changes in Curricula. 

Pr. Gerling also discussed 
changes in the curricula of first 
year classes in primary and sec- 
ondary schools which he hopes to 
effect progressively in the coming 


_ School year. 


“Our experience has taught us 
that we have altogether too many 
failures in the first grade of pri- 
mary schools and also in the first 
year of high school,” he said. “Per- 
haps it is the fault of the pupil. 
Again, it may lie in the way the 
subject matter is presented by the 
teacher. Or it may be in the sub- 
ject matter itself. The first two 
conditions are difficult to get at, 
but we can try to correct the last 
condition.” 

Dr.. Gerling said he

teaching of 


‘ subtraction in arithmetic until the 


second year in grade schools and 
original problems in algebra until 
the second year of high school. He 
pointed out that after a pupil had 
mastered the elementary principles 
of these subjects in the lower 
grades, he would be able to learn 
the advanced principles more 
quickly in the higher grades. He 
is also considering substituting 
blackboard reading for book read- 
ing in the first grade. 

Changes Experimental This Year. 

These changes will. not be made 
at the bea'inning of the new school 
year, but will be applied gradually, 
he said. They will be mostly ex- 
perimental this year. 

Other changes probably will be 
tried in other subjects in the first 
year classes in primary and second- 
ary schools, he said, the general 
purpose being to defer the more ad- 
vanced principles in the subject 
until the higher grades are reached.

BILL PASSED BY HOUSE 


‘Measure Providing $76,000,- 
000 for Social Security Is 
Sent to Senate. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—Amid 
Republican shouts of “ten-billion- 
dollar Congress,” the administra- 
tion’s third and last major defi- 
ciency bill for this session—a $92,- 
000,000 measure—was by the 
House yesterday and sent to the 
te. 
~The measure, making available 
$76,000,000 for starting the new s0- 
cial security plan, was presented 
suddenly by Chairman Buchanan of 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee. 
Rising just after the House had 
voted to consider the omnibus flood 
control measure, he asked for unan- 
imous consent for suspension of 
the rules in order to call up the 
deficiency bill. To the amazement 
of Democratic leaders, he obtained 
permission. 
While urging passage of the bill, 
Buchanan said the time had come 
for balancing the budget by “cur- 
tailing expenditures.” 
The social security appropriations 
in the bill are: 
Old-age assistance, under which 
the Federal Government contrib- 
utes up to $15 a month on a dol- 
lar-for-dollar matching basis to any 
pension paid by a state, $37,312,500. 
Administration of state unemploy- 
ment insurance systems, $3,000,000. 
Federal contributions to state aid 
for dependent children, $18,562,500. 
Aid to the blind, $2,250,000. 
Maternal and child health serv- 
ices, $2,850,000; aid to disabled chil- 
dren, $2,137,000; child welfare serv- 
ices, $1,125,000; co-operative voca- 
tional rehabilitation of persons dis- 
abled in industry, $630,750. 
Public health work, $6,000,000. 
For administrative expenses, the 
bill allots $1,000,000 to the new So- 
cial Security Board, $200,000 to the 
Children’s Bureau, $1,000,000 to the 
Public Health “Service and $16,500 
to the Office of Education.

DENVER, Colo, Aug. 23.—All 
Catholic churches in Denver were 
under guard today while police con- 
ducted a search for incendarists 
who set fire to confessionals in 


three churches yesterday. Through- 
out the night guards were on duty 
at the churches, which were locked 
by the priests at orders of William 
E. Guthner, City Manager of Safety. 

The fires were extinguished 
quickly. Three separate blazes at 
the Cathedral of the Immaculate 
Conception damaged an $85,000 oil 
painting and burned part of the in- 
terior. 

All the fires apparently broke out 
about thesametime. The churches 
are widely separated. 

The painting damaged at the Ca- 
thedral was “Christ in Calvary,” 
completed in 1849 by F. A. Lun- 
dahil, the Swedish artist. The frame 
was burned away and the edges of 
the painting charred. Damage to 
the interior was estimated at $200. 
Matches were scattered about near 
it, 

Damage at the other two 
churches, St. Leo's and St. Eliza- 
beth’s, was confined to the dra- 
péries of the confessionais. 


VIENNA NEWSPAPER ATTACKS 
‘JEWIFICATION’ OF AUSTRIA 


2500 of 3 Doctors Are Jews, It. 
Says, Although Proportion of | 
Population Is Small. | 


VIENNA, Aug. 23.—The newspa- | 
per Deutches Volksbiatt, in an ar- | 
ticle headed: “Is There a Jewish 
Problem in Austria?” attacked 
yesterday what it called the “Jewi- 
fication” of the country, asserting 
that, though Jews represent only 5 
per cent of the population, 2500 of 
the 3100 physicians and surgeons 
are Jews, and large numbers are 
found in banks, newspapers, schools | 
and universities. | 

“Thore is a Jewish problem in 
Austria arising out of the instinct 
of self-preservation of a German 
Christian people in a Christian 
German corporative state,” the 
newspaper said. “It is a problem 
with which every decent Austrian 
must concern himself.” 

Future issues, an announcement 
said, will suggest “how the Christi- 
anization of Vienna and Austria 
can and must be carried out within 
the framework of the constitution.” 


PENSION FUND BILL 


Measure Going to White House 
Taxes Payrolls and Wages 
for Benefits. 


| By the Associated Presf 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—Con- 
greasional action was completed on 
railroad pension legislation today, 
when the Senate passed and sent 
to the White House a measure 
taving the payrolls of railroads 
and the wages of employes to fi- 
nance the benefits. The House 
passed the bill last night. 

The House did not even have the 
bill read, the clerk droning through 
a series of perfecting amendments 
which were accepted without de- 
bate. Then, by a perfunctory voice 
vote, the measure was sent to the 
Senate. 

The bill imposes a 3% per cent 
tax on incomes of railway workers 
and an equal levy on carrier pay- 
rolls to be paid by the employer. 
The money would be turned into 


the Treasury, from which pensions 
would be paid to workers under 


terms of a measure now on the 
President's desk. The bill now be- 
fore the President and the supple- 
mentary measure are designed to 
meet objections of the Supreme 
Court, which held another rail pen- 
sion law unconstitutional last 
spring.

Since the pension plan, which 
would provide a maximum of $120 
a month to employes who had 
worked 30 years or who had at- 
tained the age of 65 does not be- 
come effective until next March, 
the ‘committee will have time to 
study the need, for higher tax rates 
and make recommendations to the 
next session of Congress.

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TRAIN KILLS MOTHER, 
GIRL FALLS 10 DEATH 


Woman Crushed. After She 
Pushes Daughter Off Trestle 
in Effort to Save Her. 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, Aug. 23-—A 
freight train crushed Mrs. Mar- 
garet Traxler on a trestle here yes- 
terday as she pushed her 8&8 year- 
old daughter, June, into a 45-foot 
ravine in a futile attempt to save 
her from death. 

Charles Traxler, 14, June’s broth- 
er, who, with three other children, 
escaped death by lying beside the 
tracks, was struck on the head by 
a projecting part of the train. 

When revived he asked “How is 
my dog, was he hurt?. How are 
my mother and my sister?” 

The boy said: “My mother and 
sister and I were in one group. We 
were about in the middle of the 
trestle. The others were ahead, al- 
most off it. I was carrying my 
dog in my arms. Suddenly I saw 
the train coming. I threw my dog 
over the side of the trestle and fe!! 
flat alongside the tracks. The next 
thing I knew I was in the caboose.” 
Trainmen had picked him up after 
the accident. 

The other three were Louise Sat- 
tler and Robert and Eugene Muel- 
ler, twins, 9. The girl told of see- 
ing Mrs. Traxler push her daugh- 
ter off the trestle. 

The enginemen of the Baltimore 
& Ohio train said a curve blocked 
the view of the trestle and that 
they were unable to stop in time 
to prevent the accident. 

June Traxler’s body was recov- 
ered in the shallow waters of a 
cheek beneath the trestle.

RECIPES FOR NEXT WEEK 


Ginger Cookies. 

One-third cup molasses. 

Three tablespoons butter. 

One cup flour. 

One-sixth teaspoon soda. 

One teaspoon ginger. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Heat molasses to boiling point 
and pour over shortening. Mix 
and sift the salt, soda and ginger 
and mix all together. Add a few 
tablespoons of flour if the dough 
is not quite stiff enough. Chill in 
the icebox, then roll out thin and 
cut and bake in a moderate oven 
for eight or 10 minutes. 


Veal Birds. 


Have the butcher cut a thin slice 
of veal from the leg for the “birds.” 
Pound until the meat is one-fourth 
inch thick. Then cut in pieces four 
inches long and two inches wide. 
Chop the trimmings of meat, add 
a cube of salt pork chopped. Meas- 
ure the meat and salt pork and add 
one and one-half times as much 
bread crumbs. Beat one egg well, 
add to meat and crumbs, season 
with salt, pepper, a little cayenne 
and some onion juice. Add a little 
hot water or stock, mix the dress- 
ing well and spread thinly on the 
center of each piece of veal. Roll 
and fasten with skewers. Sprinkle 
with salt and pepper, dredge with 
flour and fry in hot butter until a 
golden brown. Remove to a stew 
pan.or casserole, pour over one cup 
of cream sauce and cook slowly for 
20 minutes or until tender. 


Fried Cucumbers. 


Select cucumbers that have small 
seeds. Pare, cut in pieces length- 
wise, one-third inch thick. Dry be- 
tween towels, sprinkle with salt and 
pepper, dip in crumbs, then in 
slightly beaten egg and in crumbs. 
Fry in deep fat (390 degrees) and 
drain. 


Plum Turnovers. 


thin and cut in four-inch squares, 
Halve and stone blue plums, place 
three or four halves on each square 
of pastry, sprinkle with sugar and 
a little cinnamon, wet edges with 
cold water, fold over and press to- 
gether. Prick with a fork to allow 
steam to escape. Bake in a hot oven 
(400 degrees) for 15 or 20 minutes. 
Serve hot or cold. 
Curried Rice. 

Two tablespoons fat. 

One cup rice. 

One teaspoon chopped onion. 

One or two tablespoons curry 
powder. 

Two teaspoons salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon pepper. 

Two and one-half cups boiling 
water. 

Wash rice thoroughly. Place fat 
and onion in a stew pan and cook 
them until the onion. is yellow. Add 
the rice and stir over a hot fire 
for about five minutes. Remove 
from fire, season with curry pow- 
der, salt and pepper and add the 
boiling water. Return to fire, cover 
stewpan and boil rapidly for 10 
minutes. Then cook very slowly 
for about 40 minutes. 


A LUNCHEON PLATE CENTERS 
ABOUT PINEAPPLE SHERBET 


For a new and different luncheon 
try one like this, especially recom- 
mended when the mercury climbs. 
In the center of your luncheon plate 
place a crisp lettuce cup and put 
in it a generous dip of pineapple 
sherbet. Arrange four toasted 
cheese sandwich fingers around it 
and serve at once with a tall glass 
of iced cocoa that has had added 
a spoonful of whipped cream and 
some chopped nuts. Here is the 
recipe. 


Sherbet. 

One quart buttermilk. 

One cup sugar. 

One cup pineapple juice. 

One cup crushed pineapple. 

Two teaspoons vanilla. 

Two egg whites. 

Mix buttermilk and sugar until 
the latter is dissolved. Add pineap- 
ple juice and crushed pineapple. 
Freeze to a mush and then fold in 
the stiffly beaten egg whites. Freeze 


until firm. This amount makes one 
and one-half quarts.

For flavor and appearance they 
have few equals. They are a bit dry 
for jams and preserves and we 
would recommend the pink type of 
peach. Put them up in a light or 
heavy syrup and add a few peach 
pits to the syrup as it cooks. This 
produces the delicate almond flavor 
which is part of the peach’s nat- 
ural heritage. 

Cucumbers in all sizes are coming 
in now. Small, medium and larger 
for sweet or sour pickles, sliced or 
piccallili, the range is wide. Local 
blue grapes, too, are being sold, and 
if you have jelly in mind, another 
week or two should make the grape 
market extensive for your consider- 
ation. Be sure you have enough 
green grapes with the ones you 
buy. The green grapes make 4a 
brighter jelly and lessen’. the 
chances for non-jellying.

Home Product Requires Little Effort to 
Make and Is Delightful 
to Serve. 


August is pickling time and one 
of the nicest times of the year, to 
our mind. If you have no childhood 
recollections of the deliciously pun- 
gent aroma that swept out of the 
kitchen when pickles and relishes 
were being prepared you've missed 
something. But then, perhaps 
you've never had to stir apple butter 
in one of those great copper kettles 
over a fire built in the backyard, 
protesting that it was Bud’s turn to 
stir now. 


There is something of gracious 
living in doing things of this sort, or 
perhaps it is the pioneer spirit that 
calls for shelf on shelf of preserved, 
pickled or canned things against the 
winter. True, one can purchase all 
these things very reasonably, but 
there is some satisfaction in serving 
the product of one’s own efforts. 

Soak in Brine. 

Pickles and relishes are very easy 
to make. Two or three important 
steps, good spices and vinegar, and 
there you are. The soaking in a 
brine is the first important step 
and usually requires from 12 to 24 
hours. The purpose of the brine t¢ 
to draw out the moisture and make

pickles seem flabby when you open 
a jar of them in the winter, there is 
only one reason: too little prelimi- 
nary soaking. 
The proportions for brine are 
usually one-half to one cup of coarse 
salt to one quart of water. In the 
case of sliced pickles you may spria- 
kle each layer with salt and .et 
stand for 12 or 2% hours. Twenty- 
four hours is usually long enough 
to make a very compact pickle. 
Spices Important. 
Next the pickles are drained. 
rinsed in fresh water and drained 
again. Now they are ready for the 
spiced vinegar. Whole spices are 
recommended, since ground spices 
tend to make a dark pickle. Use a 
spice bag if you like, made of a 
square piece of cheese cloth allow- 
ing room enough for the spices to 
swell. If you like the looks of spices 
among the pickles in the jar, and we 
confess we do, ladle some of them 
into each jar as you put in the 
spiced vinegar and disregard the 
bag. 
Brown sugar is recommended as 
sweetening for all pickles, sweet 
and sour. Pickles without sugar 


which most people find objection- 
able in home-made pickles, 
Spiced Vinegar. 

For a spiced vinegar, allow to 
one quart of vinegar, one cup brown 
sugar, less or more, depending or. 
the degree of sweet or sour that you 
want the pickles. Add two ounces 
of mixed pickling spices, or if you 
wish to mix your own, allow one 
fourth ounce stick cinnamon, one 
teaspoon cloves, one or two blades 
of mace, six allspice, one tablespoon 
mustard seed, two bay leaves, a :it- 
tle celery seed and one or two small 
red peppers and one teaspoon whole 
black peppers. Let come to a boil 
before putting in the pickles and be 
careful not to overcook. 

Pack into sterilized jars, fill with 
spiced vinegar, add some of the 


ar? apt to have a sharp, acrid taste > 


spices and seal. Used spiced vinegar, 
for large or small pickles, mixed 
pickles or relish. 

Grape leaves are used by a great 
many connoisseurs of pickle mak- 
ing. A leaf used in the top of each 
jar gives a certain flavor that ail 
spices will not impart. They are 
also supposed to keep pickles green. 

Dill Pickles. 

Line . crock with cabbage and 
grape leaves. Put in a layer of sey- 
en-inch cucumbers, cover with 
grape leaves and add small bunches 
of dillseed on the stalks. Alternate 
layers and top with leaves. Pour 
in a brine made of three gallons of 
water and two pounds of coarse salt, 
boiled. Place weight on top and let 
stand. In two or three weeks the 
cucumbers should be translucent.

Fruit and a Drink Make 
Balanced Meal. 


Summer lunches are usually 
rather sketchy meals, hastily as- 
gembled from ice box findings and 
often most unsatisfying to a hun- 


gry family. 

The easiest and most appetizing 
lunch concoction is the familiar 
sandwich, that famous origination 
of the English Earl of Sandwich 
who liked to eat his slice of cola 
meat between two pieces of bread 
rather than stop his game of chess, 

Famous in America. 
Like the foreign born frankfurter, 


this English born food has been 
made famous in America. We have 
glorified party sandwiches amount- 
ing to just two bites apiece; we 
have hot, whole meal sandwiches, 
and the regulation, easily prepared 
variety with just two slices of 
bread and a simple tasty filling. 
This last variety is one you'll make 
most often, 

Once or twice a week a lunch 
menu of tasty meat or cheese sand- 
wiches, a tall glass of iced milk or 
chocolate and a dish of chilled fruit 
is most acceptable and perfectly 
balanced for food values. 

Care in Preparation. 

The easier the food is to prepare, 
the more particular we must be to 
see that it is well turned out. Sand- 
wiches, though easy, may be a 
blatant failure. 

First comes the bread: See that 
it is fresh, whether plain, rye or 
whole wheat. Slice it evenly and 
thin so that two slices together are 
about like one ordinary slice. And 
to be sure the slices fit, keep them 
together after they are sliced, open 
two slices like the leaves of a book, 
spread one with filling and the 
other with butter and press them 
back together so edges match. 

Second comes the butter. See that 
it is fresh and sweet, and cream 
it to a soft fluffy mass before 
spreading it. These warm days all 
you need to do is leave it out of the 
refrigerator for a half hour and it 
is ready to cream. And most im- 
portant of all, see that it’s spread 
right to the very edge of the 
bread. 

Filling Important. 

Most important of all is the fill- 
ing, and we suggest a meat, cheese 
or mixed meat and seasoning fill 
ing for those nourishing summer 
lunch sandwiches. Summer menus 
are too apt to be low in protein 
which the meat supplies. 

Canned meat spreads are ideal 
and may be purchased in a variety 
of flavors—liver spreads, ham, buf- 
fet spreads, etc. They may be used 
“as-is,” or mixed with mayonnaise, 
pickle, celery or nuts, Other canned 
meats like corned beef, dried beef, 
are delicious for slicing or mixing 
with additional seasonings. Any of 
the cold sliceable meats, such as 
loaves, cooked hams, fresh sau- 
sages, nippy dry sausages are de- 
licious fillings and are ready for 
immediate use. 

Left over roasts, ham or pet 
roasts also find their way into the 
luncheon sandwich. Grind them 
and add nuts, olives, raw vegeta- 
bles or pickles for attractive com- 
binations.

PEACH PRESERVES ARE FINE 
SPREAD FOR HOT BREADS 


According to indications pears 
are going to be rather scarce this 
year, and if you have visions of pre- 
serves you may find yourself dis- 
appointed. Try peach preserves for 
a change, If you prefer the tart 
kind, add a little lemon juice in the 
cooking process, 

Peach Preserves. 

Four pounds sugar. 

Four pounds peaches. 

Pare the peaches, cut in halvés 
and remove stones. Arrange in a 
preserving kettle alternating layers 
of peaches and sugar. Let stand 
over-night. In the morning simmer 
until the peaches are tender. Fill in 
jars, boil the remaining sirup for 
five minutes to concentrate, fill the 
jars with sirup and seal. 

If you prefer a jam, slice the 
peaches and proceed as above. Let 
the fruit cook slowly until it is quite 
thick, fill in jars, top with paraf- 
fin and seal, 


BAKING POWDER BISCUITS 


Two cups sifted flour. 

Three teaspoons baking powder, 

One-half teaspoon salt, 

One-fourth cup shortening. 

Two-thirds cup milk. 

Sift flour, baking powder and 
salt. Cut in shortening. Add milk 
gradually until soft dough is formed.

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Regulating Body Weight 
Without Harmful Dieting 


Under or Overweight May Be Remedied by 
Eating More or Less of Cer- 
tain Foods. 


Weight is usually an indication 
of the state of health. People who 
weigh Gecidediy more or decidedly 


less than the average for their 
height and age should. satisfy 
themselves that they are in best 
health as they are, or else do some- 
thing to correct both health and 
weight. But they should not make 
any mistake in what they do about 
this. Unless the doctor has some 
special orders to fit the individual 
case, the right thing for both the 
overweight persons and the under- 
weight is to regulate the diet. And 
that means balance the amount of 
energy-giving foods they eat with 
the energy they expend. 

To do this does not mean cutting 
out particular kinds of food in or- 
der to reduce, or adding certain 
kinds to gain weight. It means 
eating less of certain kinds if you 
are reducing. Or it means eating 
more of those, and perhaps of all 
kinds, if you want to increase your 
weight. In either case you should 
not, and to correct your weight 
you neéd not, stop eating any of 
the different classes of food that 
furnish the materials of a well- 
rounded diet. You should go on 
using milk and cheese, vegetables 
and fruits, bread and cereals, meat, 
fish, poultry or eggs, and even 
some fat and sugar. It takes all 
those different kinds of food to 
supply the proteins, minerals, and 
vitamins necessary for good health, 
and the calories or energy units re- 
quired to keep the body actively on 
its job. 

Check the Calories. 

But keep a check on the calories, 
for it is important not only to 
make sure of enough, but to stop 
short of too many. Your body 
needs only what it can use prop- 
erly. The surplus usually goes to 
fat. 

Don’t worry about your weight, 
however, say the nutritionists, un- 
less you are more than 5 per cent 
above or below the average for 
your height and age, as worked out

Beat two eggs well 
and combine with one and one-half 
cups buttermilk or sour milk and 
three tablespoons melted shorten- 
ing. Add to flour mixture and stir 
only until smooth. Turn into a 
greased shallow pan and bake in a 
hot oven (400 degrees) for 30 min- 
utes. 


Scrambled Corn on Toast. 
Dice three slices of bacon and fry 
until crisp, but avoid burning. If 
the bacon is very fat, pour off all 
but two tablespoons of the hot drip- 
pings. Beat six eggs slightly, add 
the contents of one No. 2 can of 
creamy corn, three-fourths cup of 
milk and salt and pepper to taste. 
Pour into the hot bacon fat and 
cook very slowly, stirring constant- 
ly, until creamy. Serve on but- 
tered toast. This serves six.

Cream together one-half cup but- 
ter, one cup sugar, add two eggs 
well beaten and one cup molasses. 
Beat mixture well. Sift together 
two and one-half cups flour with 
one teaspoon cinnamon, one tea- 
spoon ginger and one-half teaspoon 
soda. Add to the butter mixture 
alternately with one cup of milk. 
Beat well, turn into a greased 
square pan and bake in a moderate

If you find you should correct 
your diet, weigh yourself every day 
to see what is happening, as you 
go along, but don’t try to gain or 
lose too rapidly. One or two pounds 
a week is enough. And above all, 
don’t take anything to reduce. 
Much illness is caused that way. 
You can reduce safely if you con- 
tent yourself with fewer and small- 
er servings of fats and sweets and 
starchy foods. If you are under- 
weight, reverse these directions and 
eat more, especially of the fat-pro- 
ducing foods.

Fruited Tapioca. 

Two cups water.

One to two tablespoons lemon 


juice. 

Place water in top of double boil- 
er and bring to a boil over direct 
heat. Combine dry ingredients; add 
gradually to water and bring to a 
brisk boil, stirring constantly.

tion. Any of the Jess expensive cuts 
of veal, beef or lamb: the shanks 
of ham, the leftovers of the cold 
roast of chicken, veal or leg of 
lamb may be used as the founda- 
tion meat. A shank of veal, sim- 
mered until very tender, provides 
both meat and foundation broth for 
the jelly. Cold baked ham, chopped 


dation meat. 


The jelly which binds together 
the ingredients in the meat loaf 
may be made in either one of two 
ways. If you've boiled a shank of 
veal, or a chicken, the stock will 
contain enough natural gelatin to 
set itself. Boil the liquid down to 
about 1 cup, season it and pour it 
over the chopped meat and vegeta- 
ble mixture and let it chill. Meats 
with no bone and less connective 
tissue than veal and chicken cannot 
be depended upon to jelly without 
additional gelatin. 

Use Gelatin to Aid “Set.” 

The safest and easiest method of 
preparing a jellied loaf is to make 
a regulation gelatin mixture of 
plain, unflavored gelatin dissolved 
in seasoned liquid. This liquid is 
usually meat stock or plain water 
seasoned with salt, pepper, celery 
and onion, and perhaps a bit of 


vinegar or lemon juice. The usual 
proportion of one tablespoon gelatin 
to one pint of liquid should be in- 
creased one and one-half or two 
times for a firm, sliceable loaf. And 
remember that every tablespoon of 
vinegar, cold water or sugar is 
counted in as liquid. 

Let the gelatin mixture cool until 
it begins to thicken very slightly, 
then press the meat and vegetables 
down firmly into the liquid. Rins- 
ing the mold with cold water before 
putting in the meat makes it easy 
to remove the loaf. Or you may 


line the pan with heavy oiled paper, 
leaving the ends long enough to act 
as handles in removing the loaf. 
Small Molds May Be Used. 
Small individual molds of lemon 
flavored gelatin with chopped ham 
or pineapple or strips of ham and 
a whole pickled peach make at- 
tractive party servings. For family 
service we suggest a veal, celery 
and green pepper combination in 
plain gelatin or a ham and hard 
cooked egg loaf set in slightly acid-

CALGARY, Alta., Aug. 
Every adult bona-fide citizen of Al- 


berta province today became poten- 
tially eligible for a $25 monthly 
“dividend” as a result of a sweep of 
yesterday's elections by the Social 
Credit League. Other benefits un- 
der the Social Credit policy call for 
the establishment of a just price 
for consumer and producer and the 
use of securities for the purchase 
of goods and services. The province 
has a population of 750,000. 

The Social Credit League, led by 
William Aberhart, 57-year-old evan- 
gelist-school teacher, was conceded 
to have won by Premier Reid of 
the United Farmers’ Government 
of Alberta. 

Aberhart, who was not a candi- 
date for office but is expected to 
succeed Reid, campaigned on a 
platform to banish poverty and un- 
employment and create credit with- 
in the province. 

$120,000,000 Needed Annually. 

To pay a “dividend” of $25 month- 
ly it has been estimated would take 
$120,000,000 annually. It would be 
raised by a levy the form of which 
is yet to be announced. Aberhart 
said, however, his policy was not 
one of “huge taxation.” 

The Government will make a cit- 
izenship suryey in which a chief 
qualification will be length of resi- 
dence. 

Payment will be made in credit, 
not money. Each citizen will be 
given a “dividend” book of certifi- 
cates which will be cleared through 
a “State credit house.” These cer- 
tificates will have the purchasing 
power of currency within the prov- 
ince. No new currency will be 
issued.

The sale of 
bonds within the province to liqui- 
date indebtedness at a lower rate 
of interest. 


Explaining the basic “dividend,” 
Aberhart said: “The distribution of 
purchasing power to citizens by 
means of a ‘basic dividend’ will be 
based on active willingness on the 
part of the individual to co-operate 
in the welfare of the people of Aji- 
berta.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—Re- 
moval of 157,058 families from the 
general relief rolls since June and 
a reduction in relief experditures 
of more than $9,500,090, were re- 
ported by Harry L. Hopkins, relief 
administrator, yesterday. 
Relief officials said the 41 de- 
cline in relief rolls between June 
and July represented a decrease of 
about 628,232 individuals. They at+ 
tributed it to seasonal employment 
and to the transfer of unemploy- 


ables to the care of states and 
communities. 

In June 3,822,252 families were 
on the general relief rolls; in July, 
3,665,194. 

The figures did not include those 
receiving rural rehabilitation, col- 
lege student aid, emergency educa- 
tion or transient benefits. 

With $642,000,000 of work relief 
funds already allotted to continue 
the dole, expenditures from all

A Defense of Municipal Theater. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N reply to the rather scathing letter by 

T. J. O. in reference. to our Municipal 
Theater: In perusing Municipal Thea- 
ter's program, I found the following 
statement of policy: “It is truly a peo 
ple’s theater—in the very best sense of 
the word. It is the one people’s theater 
created and sustained directly by the 
people themselves-—the only one. The 
triumph of its supremely democratic 
ideals has won for it a national and an 
international importance.” 

Municipal Theater is not going  bur- 
lesque, rather, it is progressive and mod- 
ern, always catering to the entertainment 
desires of the masses who support it. 
While Victor Herbert and his school were 
the vogue, and while they best repre- 
sented the times, Municipal Theater pre- 
sented their works. Now, times have 
changed, as they will, and Herbert’s melo- 
dies, while still appreciated, do not ex- 
press. the tempo of our times (and after 
all, what expresses popular sentiment 
better than music?). Municipal Theater 
felt the quickening tempo and was far- 
sighted enough to change and thereby 
make its name far more renowned than 
if it had been content to stand still.

THE RAILROADS AND CONGRESS. | 
The present and future of the railroads have been 
among the prominent considerations of the first 
session of the Seventy-fourth Congress, now in its 
closing days. Thanks to the persistence of Senator 
Wheeler of Montana, chairman of the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee, the Senate authorized an 
investigation into the financial methods of railroad 
operators. A clarification of the railroad reorganiza- 
tion law of 1933 has been approved finally by both 
branches and now has gone to the President for his 
signature. Both houses have approved a substitute 
railroad pension measure. 

Judgment on the last-named is impossible until 
after final action fs taken on a second pension meas- 
ure said to have the support of President Roosevelt, 
which levies taxes to raise funds needed to meet the 
pensions. This second bill was passed by the House 
only last night and sent to the Senate. Both are de- 
signed to take the place of the Railroad Retire- 
ment Act, held unconstitutional by a 5-to-4 division 
of the Supreme Court last spfing on the ground that 
Congress’ authority over interstate commerce did not 
include the right to achieve a purely social end—in 
this instance, the setting up of an employes’ pension 
system. 

The change in the existing legislation on railroad 
reorganizations, a product of the Hoover administra- 
tion, arises from the great difficulty in obtaining 
approval of two-thirds of all classes of creditors for 
a reorganization plan. This requirement, it is point- 
ed out by Senator Wheeler, permits minor interests 
to block reorganization plans, and thus can be made 
a virtually insurmountable obstacle to the law’s ad- 
ministration. Under the change now approved, con- 
sent to a reorganization plan would be required, not 
from two-thirds of all classes of creditors, but from 
two-thirds of those voting in each class. In cases 
of persistent disagreement among creditors, the 
Federal Court would have the authority to approve 
a “fair and equitable” plan. 

However either of these measures may be criti- 
cised—Senator Hastings of Delaware questioned the 
constitutionality of the reorganization change, al- 
though he did not try to block approval—there can 
be only commendation for the resolution which au- 
thorizes the investigation into railroad financing, 
soon to get under way. That the railroads, in all 
too many instances, have been deliberately misman- 
aged for the sake of private gain for financial groups 
is and has been evident for some time. There is no 
denying that the railroads have been hard hit by 
competition afforded by the rise of busses, trucks 
and airplanes. But neither is there any denying 
the fact that this competition alone does not account 
for the plight in which the railroads find themselves, 
These carriers have been hit from within, and the 
way to expose such misuse of other people's money, 
to borrow Louis D. Brandeis’ fine phrase, is to turn 
the searchlight of official investigation on it. 

In this connection, it may well be noted that the 
seeming differences between the investigating com- 
mittee and the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
which conducts hearings on proposed refinancings, 
are without basis in fact. The recent preliminary 
hearing in the Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul & Pa- 
cific receivership did little more than outline the 
plan proposed. As Commissioner Porter made plain 
to counsel for the operators of the railroad, there 
is no good reason to hurry the reorganization. 
When it is recalled that this great railroad became 
the largest bankrupt in American history less than 
10 years ago, the reason for proceeding with another 
reorganization only after the Senate investigators 
have had a chance to go behind the curtains is too 
obvious to need pointing out.

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HOPSON COT IT ALL. 

Q. Did you and your family get all this money? 

A. Nobody else got any of it. 
The quoted question was asked by Senator Schwel- 
lenbach. 
The quoted answer was that of Howard C. Hopson 
of Associated Gas & Electric. 
The money involved amounted to several million 
dollars. It was paid by Associated Gas & Electric 
to service companies chartered and controlled by 
Hopson, since 1932, during which time Associated 
Gas & Electric has declared no dividends. 
In a word, the Hopsons got it all, the investors got 
nothing. 
It is easy to understand why Hopson would be 
bitterly opposed to legislation which proposed to 
destroy the secretive set-up by which he and his fam- 
ily were taking large profits from a company that 
was paying nothing to its stockholders, It is easy 
to understand why Hopson would employ,all the re- 
sources at his command to defeat such legislation; 
why he would pay enormous fees to Washington law- 
yers, who, because of their political background, 
might be presumed to have influence with Congress; 
why he would flood members of the House and Sen- 
ate with telegrams, purporting to come:from their 
constituents, but, as a matter of record, written in 
large part by his agents and sent at his company’s 
expense; why he would spend almost a million dol- 
lars—of other people's money—in a frenzied cam- 
paign to defeat the Wheeler-Rayburn bill. 
In the investigations conducted at Washington, the 
country has met a number of Hopsons—men who 
have used the device of “personal company” or hold- 
ing company for dubious purposes. But most of them 
were pikers compared with the “master mind” now 
in the news. 
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A BIT OF SQUARE SHOOTING. 

It is just one of those little episodes that occa- 
sionally creep into the news to give a wholesome 
flavor to the day. We are referring to the action of 
former Mayor Henry W. Kiel and Carl G. Stifel, who. 
as receivers for a local hotel, voluntarily reduced 
their salaries a year ago from $500 a month to $200 
a month, and have now waived their present wage— 
rubbed their names off the payroll—and will permit 
the court to fix their compensation when the job is 
done. It is a joyful, if rare, experience to see old 
quid pro quo get a sock in the jaw. 
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ON THE MUSSOLINI FRONT. 

An illuminating incident that occurred at the three- 
Power parley at Paris last week was recorded by 
a correspondent for the New York Times. Baron 
Aloisi, the Italian delegate, was delayed in reach- 
ing Mussolini by telephone because, he explained 
to Premier Laval of France, I] Duce was very busy, 
and also concerned over the departure of his son- 
in-law for the front. 

“What front?” Laval interrupted. “You have a 
front already? But if you are now actually making 
war, why have you come here to negotiate?” 

Aloisi, embarrassed, explained that he had used 
the word by mistake. 

Mussolini does have a front in East Africa, how- 
ever. Even before the shells begin to whistle and 
the bombs to fall, the soldiers who man it are get- 
ting a taste of the horrors of war. British sources 
hear that 30,000 Italians, incapacitated by illness. 
have passed northward through the Suez Canal. Haile 
Selassie’s allies—heat stroke, tropical fever, poison- 
ous insects, venomous snakes—are beginning their 
work on the cannon fodder Mussolini has shipped to 
his African front, It is a foretaste of what the flower 
of Italy’s manhood will encounter in its struggle for 
the greater glory of Mussolini and Fascism. 

Military authorities are careful, however, that this 
high illness rate shall not dampen the people’s ardor 
for war. Few of the victims are being returned to 
Italy; most. of them go to Italian island colonies and 
to Libya, Again Fascism dupes its subjects in order 
to survive. 
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HONORING COL. KNOX. 

Col. Knox, the Chicago publisher, says the other 
nations are stepping along briskly toward recovery, 
while the United States, which ought to be setting 
the pace, is dragging one foot wearily after the other 
and practically getting nowhere. The other nations 
should be delighted to hear from so amiable and in- 
formed an authority that they are doing so well. 
They might show their appreciation, we should 
think, by inviting the Colonel to a duck dinner, even 
if they have to use J. Wellington Wimpy’s precau- 
tionary postscript: “You bring the ducks.”

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HITLER IS THE LAW. 

The supreme law of Germany is Hitler’s will, a 
Reich official has declared in an address before the 
International Penal Congress, meeting in Berlin. He 
was expounding the new German concept of law, 
under which the Nazi philosophy, and not the stat- 
ute, becomes the fundamental. The former view, “No 
punishment except through law,” is replaced by 
“No crime without its punishment.” Judges thus be- 
come not only expounders but makers of law. More 
than that, they may improvise laws as they go along, 
and decide without further ado whether a given 
action is punishable or not. 

Here is exhibited the deep abyss between Nazi-ism 
and democracy. What little remained of security for 
the German citizen is ended; he is now fully at the 
mercy of official caprice. Whatever his legal de- 
fense, it is null and void if he is adjudged to have 
gone against the interest of the state, whether or 
not he has violated a law. The people have nothing 
to say about what shall be the law; one man’s will 
is declared supreme. The way to eliminate Nazi- 
ism’s opponents is opened wide by this official sanc- 
tion of judicial frame-ups. 

The difference between this tyrannous concept 
and that of democracy may be noted by remembering 
the safeguards of our Constitution. The right to a 
speedy and public trial before an impartial jury is 
guaranteed. There is a specific bar against ex post 
Jacto laws, which now are a part of Nazi policy 
for maintaining the grip of the nation’s masters.

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St. Louis’ French Heritage 


Special genius of city’s Gallic founders lay in commerce and business, Missouri his- 


torian says, pointing out that permanent foundations of trade were laid before 


agriculture developed; civic and cultural influence of French was long felt, not- 


withstanding rapid increase of other peoples, and the ancient heritage remains. 


From St. Louis Day Address of Floyd C. Shoemaker, Secretary of State Historical 
Society of Missouri, at Ste. Genevieve Bicentennial Celebration. 


O understand the impress made by the 
T French on Missouri’s history, it is nec- 

essary to remember the commercial—not 
agricultural—genius of the French. It was 
in commerce that these earliest Missourians 
excelled. In the founding of St. Louis, they 
reached the height of their genius. Herein 
Missouri's history differs from that of the 
usual Western state, for in St. Louis were 
laid the permanent foundations of wealth 
and commerce before the inception of her 
pioneer agricultural beginnings. St. Louis 
was no ordinary village. 


Three factors: explain the extraordinary’ 


domination that was to be St. Louis’. At 
the time Laclede selected the site of his 
post, he was coming into a region where 
his countrymen had been active for more 
than 50 years, and where the trading pos- 
sibilities of the country were known. He 
was, therefore, able to locate the new post 
with discerning judgment—a site which, for 
his purpose, was ‘to become the Montreal 
of the Mississippi. 

But Laclede and Chouteau built more than 
a fur-trading center. St. Louis was equally 
well located to serve as a market for the 
lead mineg of the Mis-issippi Valley, and 
later as an outfitting post for the Santa Fe 
trade and the migrations to Oregon and 
California. In addition, it was to become 
the distributing center not only of Missouri 
but of much of Arkansas and Illinois. St. 
Louis’ domination was inevitable, and that 
its permanence was foreseen by Laclede is 
indicated by this statement that his settle- 
ment would become one of the “finest cities 
of America.” 

Second, St. Louis was scarcely founded 
before it received an important access of 
population from Illinois. This influx of new 
settlers, which followed the peace of 1763, 
was composed of Frenchmen in Illinois who 
did not desire to live under British rule. 

* . nd 


As to the last factor—the business genius 
of its inhabitants—St. Louis from the first 
was the rendezvous of the most enterprising 
and adventurous of the coureurs and voy- 
ageurs, as well as of men from abroad of 
excellent education and of business genius. 
Their operations embraced wide areas from 
the Rocky Mountains to Philadelphia, New 
York and Europe, and in their transactions 
they not only employed capital but the best 
men who were to be enlisted. Charles Gratiot 
and Auguste and Pierre Chouteau were 
“merchant princes” such as seldom appear 
more than once in a cenfury. 

Although soon outnumbered by the Amer- 
icans, the French citizens of St. Louis con- 
tinued to hold positions of importance and 
influence. There was no giving way, in 
proportion to numbers, as seems sometimes 
to be thought, to a superior business genius 
of the Americans. This fact is indicated by 
the pre-eminent position which the French 
~—the Chouteaus, Valles, Cerres, Sarpys, 
Gratiots, Bertholds, Prattes and Papins— 
continued to hold in the outstanding fur 
trate. Likewise in banking, the French long 
held positions of pre-eminence. 

Throughout the nineteenth century, 
French names continued to play a promi- 


nent part in the business and civic’ affairs 
of St. Louis. In 1832, it was Bernard Pratte 
and Pierre Chouteau, who, with Kenneth 
McKenzie, first demonstrated the practica- 
bility of steamboat navigation on the upper 
Missouri through the sending of the steam- 
boat Yellowstone to Fort Union. Pratte 
was later Mayor of St. Louis. One of the 
founders of the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
was J. B. Sarpy; among the names of the 
incorporators are to be found those of 
Lucas, Chouteau, Pratte and Benoist. Other 
French names of prominence during the 
period are Cabanne, De Menil, Berthold, 
Sanguinet, Gratiot and De Mun. 

Still another aspect of Missouri's French 
heritage is the cultural. And here, again, 
the early history of Missouri differs from 
and is richer in many respects than that of 
many Western states. Yet I am afraid many 
Missourians under-estimate much that is 
rich in our Cultural heritage which we owe 
to our French origins. I refer especially to 
the vast labors and signal achievements of 
the French clergy. The heroic proportions 
of the chapter written in Missouri history 
by the French “black robes” is not to be 
surpassed by that of the Spanish priests in 
Texas, New Mexico and California. 


St. Louis (and the same is true of Ste. 
Genevieve) was a center of culture unusual 
for its time and place. The former was 
not only a trading center but a capital as 
well. The business interests of St. Louis 
citizens took them to the East and to Eu- 
rope. Prominent visitors from the East 
and abroad visited St. Louis and Ste. Gene- 
vieve. Contemporary writers comment upon 
the unexpected brilliance of the _ society 
which they ericountered on the frontier wil- 
derness of Missouri. 

Prominent among the names of French 
scholars of French birth or descent whose 
careers are linked with Missouri history 
and who lent distinction to the field of 
letters and the sciences may be named Dr. 
Antoine Saugrain and Dr. Louis Charles 
Boisliniere; the distinguished French nat- 
uralist, Audubon, who resided for a time 
at Ste. Genevieve; William Chauvenet, emi- 
nent mathematician, educator, chancellor of 
Washington University and “father” of the 
United States Naval Academy: Louis Rich- 
ard Cortambert, possibly the greatest writer 
in French who has lived in the United 
States; Alexander de Menil, great-grandson 
of Pierre Chouteau and distinguished schol- 
ar and editor of St. Louis; J. N. Nicollet, 
the distinguished explorer, mathematician 
and co-worker of Simon La Place, whose 
scientific investigations were encouraged by 
the Chouteau family of St. Louis—these. 
with others, have left their impress upon 
Missouri's cultural history.

OTH Jimmy and Elliott Roose- 
B velt are anything but popular 

with the Young Democrats.

QUESTIONS FROM READERS. 

F. C.: “(a) Is it possible for a 
child to inherit bronchitis from an 
afflicted parent? (b) Can bronchitis 
in any way be transmitted from one 
to another?” 

Answer: Bronchitis cannot be in- 
herited or transmitted from one 
person to another, but tuberculosis 
can, and sometimes cases of tuber-

R. 8. L.: “Is it true that good do- 
mestic wine, if it is not too high in 
alcoholic content, may act as an aid 
to digestion because of the presence 
of natural fruit acids? I have heard 
of port and sherry wine being 
served to convalescents because of 
their tonic and blood-building qual- 
ities. Do you believe there is any 
value in prescribing wine under 
such circumstances?” 

Answer: Wine, like nearly all al- 
coholic beverages, taken in moder- 
ation, stimulates the flow of diges- 
tive juices and in this way helps 
digestion. Port wine and sherry 
are good as tonics and blood-build- 
ers, simply because their use makes 
people eat more nutritious food.

Now 
on the long road to sainthood, Ber- 
nadette has reached the stage of 
beatification. Wherefore, beneath 
the relentless suh tne ‘faithful and 
unnumbered thousand waited at 
the door for admission to St. 
Peters. 


Proud neighbors of Bernadette 
from the Pyrenee foothills, priests 
from Martinique and Indo-China, 
grand Spanish matrons in mantillas 
and pious pilgrims from Quebec— 
these milled in the shadeless square. 

Mrs. F. P. A. and 
your humble servant. We had been 
wedged in that slow moving 
multitude for more than an 
hour and were wondering cyn- 
ically how pleasant the swim- 
ming was at Great Neck that 
afternoon when we chanced to 
examine our damp firm-clutched 
cards of admission and read with 
sinking hearts that only those 
might enter the great portals who 
were appropriately clad in black. 
This was dire news for the three 
frolicsome young things in fairly 
white tennis flannels.

There was 
the hubbub of scurrying thousands 
as the spectators were shown to 
their seats, ours being on long 
wooden benches placed for the oc- 
casion in the transept, These were 
of such height, that, by standing 
upon them, we could see the long 
aisle where soon the great proces- 
sion would file by on its way to the 
altar. So many stood up in this 
wise that soon there was just such 
a hum of “Down in front. Down in 
front,” as you might hear at any 
Army-Navy game. 


HEN, with the Swiss guards in 
T all their upholstery clearing the 

transept aisle of the final strag- 
giers, and with the royal troops 
forming the wall of the lane along 
which the procession was to come, 
the trumpets sounded and the great 
spectacle began. With thunderous 
peals from the organ, with shrill, 
sweet piping from choirs invisible, 
with Cardinals flowing like water, 
the Pope came down the aisle, 
borne aloft in triumph, and was 
greeted, to my intense and delighted 
surprise, not by prostrate and silent 
adoration, but by just such a gust 
of hearty, friendly applause and 
cheering as might greet a half-back 
borne in triumph off the field. 

It was when this climax in the 
procession had swept on out of 
sight that we began to wonder ap- 
prehensively how we were ever ‘o 
join the car that was .trustingly 
waiting outside to carry us to tea 
under the umbrella pines of the 
Villa Doria. If we could not slip 
away then and there, if once we 
were caught again in that vicious 
throng, there would be no hope for 
us. Was there, haply, some acces- 
sible and unobtrusive’ sidedoor 
through which we could vanish 
into the open air? We held parley 
on the subject with the nearest 
Swiss guard. How could it be 
managed? He looked at us with 
the tired surprise usually reserved 


for the questioning by the village 
idiot. You just walk out, the 
Swiss guard patiently explained. 
Down the main aisle? Down the 
main aisle, of course. 


We were all abashed by the 
prospect of so conspicuous an exit. 
The choirs flooded the nave with 
a fresh cascade of song. We 
wavered, The guard grew  sud- 
denly animated. “Come, come,” he 
muttered. “You have no time to 
waste.” And he pushed us on our 
way. Thus, unwilling and really 
bewildered, we debouched into the 
main aisle. 


And at that final moment, as 
though the whole ceremony had 
been timed just for our arrival in 
the aisle, something happened. I 
do not know what it was. Per- 
haps the Pope had turned and 
faced the multitude. Perhaps the 
Signal was given for the proces- 
sion to return. At all events, we 
had no sooner stepped into the 
aisle than the _ soldiers closed 
ranks, brought up their swords to 
attention, and we were trapped in 
a corridor of bristling steel. 


Behind us, bearing down on us, 
was the clustered dignity of Holy 
Church. Ahead—a lane of point- 
ing swords and an infinitude of 
glistening porphyry—stretched he 
road to Rome, the only road to 
Rome. It is, I suppose, the longest 
aisle in the world. I do not know 
how long, but it is my present im- 
pression that its length is about 
the distance from Grant’s Tomb to 
the State Capitol in Albany. And 
we had to walk it. With feet 
grown suddenly leaden, with knees 
that ‘had become oddly unhinged, 
we had to walk that aisle alone. 
And just as we had begun to be- 
lieve that after all, locomotion was 
not a lost art, something. else, 
something worse happened. I sup- 
pose the Pope had started up the 
aisle after us. I know only that 
at some signal the soldiers as one 
man dropped each on his knee and 
thrust his sword into the air in 
salute, thrust his sword into the 
air at us.

States, nabobs, financiers, geniuses, 
Ambassadors — came to California, 
they came to the lot to visit Will 
Rogers: They didn’t think to ask 
him to come out of his way to meet 
them. 

Mr. and Mrs. Coolidge spent a 
night with Will on his ranch, after 
the episode in which Will imitated 
the President on the air and many 
thought it might be regarded as 
impertinent. The first fime Presi- 
den Coolidge was introduced to Rog- 
ers, Will put out his hand and 
said: 

“Mighty pleased to meet you—but 
I didn’t catch the name!” 


HEN, at a speech on Bunker 
Wri. Rogers lauded Daniel 
Webster as the man who got 
up the dictionary, he drew more 
than 30,000 letters and wires tell- 


ing him it wasn't Daniel, it was 
Noah. And Will answered: 
“Shucks. Can't fool me. Noah 


was the party that was swallowed 
by the whale.” 

That little Ford of Will's lingers 
pointedly in my memory. Will own- 
ed a 1500-acre ranch high in the 
Santa Monica Hills. He loved land. 
He had two polo fields up there and 
was intending to convert one into a 
landing field for planes. He had no 
telephone at the ranch and spent 
his time puttering around his huge 
barn, breeding work horses and polo 
ponies and painting fences and 
such, It was his haven of rest, nis 
retreat from all the world but his 
most intimate cronies. Here he 
could be with Mrs. Rogers, tempo- 
rarily unmolested at rare intervals.

TTEMPTING to write the biog- 
A raphy of Will Rogers is a dolor- 
ous task. It stumped Will, 
himself, who had agreed to write 
his life story for a national maga- 
zine and finally gave it up, saying 
he couldn’t “get started,” Irvin Cobb 
explained: 

“Will was to write his autobiog- 
raphy, starting at the beginning. He 
gave it up after much study be- 
cause he couldn’t find a reason for 
having been born.” 

His frequent reference to his flair 
for politics because he was born on 
Nov. 4, election day, was strictly a 
gag. Through his whole life he re- 
tained Claremore as his official resi- 
dence, even when he was honorary 
Mayor of Beverly Hills, Cal. He was 
seriously approached to run for 
Governor of Oklahoma and for the 
United States Senate from his home 
State, but he laughed off both pro- 
posals.. He never registered, never 
voted in his life and never contrib- 
uted to a campaign fund. 

Answering a committee which 
asked him to run for Senate, he re- 
marked: 

“At old Willie Halsell College I 
studied elocution a while. And if 
I hadn't given it up then I might 
accept your proposition now; in 
fact I gave it up ‘cause I was afraid 
I'd get to be a Senator.” 

On the occasion when he was be- 
ing pestered to declare himself a 
candidate against his friend, Gov. 
“Alfalfa Bill” Murray, he replied: 

“T won't run this time, though 
running in Oklahoma used to be 
about the best thing I did. When I 
was a kid my nickname was ‘Rab- 
bit’ because I was fast on my feet. 
A boy who gabbed as much about 
things that were none of his busi- 


ness as I did, had to be fast on his 


feet.

Champlain against a Canadian invasion. Aredoubtable stone structure was erected on an island in the Richelieu River 
at Rowse's Point. It was almost completed when, in 1818, an International Boundary Commission discovered that the 
new American fort was standing on Canadian soil. Work was stopped, and the matter of this “Fort Blunder” was 
held in abeyance until the Webster-Ashburton Treaty of 1842. In this treaty, Great Britain generously consented to 
change the frontier line so as to restore the site of Fort
